Revealed in Annual Report of Narberth Library 



At the recent annual meeting of the 
Narberth Community Library Associa- 
tion, the Librarian, Miss Mary B. 
Church, submitted a report which re- 
ceived the enthusiastic commendation 
of the Board of Trustees. The out- 
standing feature indicating the prog- 
ress of the Library during the past 
year was the circulation figures which 
from about 30,000 last year increased 
to nearly 38,000 this year. The report 
follows: 
Number of days open during the 



year, 290; books added by purchase 
and by gift, 1577; total books on hand, 
7647; circulation in the adult depart- 
ment, 24,554; circulation in the chil- 
dren's department, 13,105; total circu- 
lation, 37,659; increase over that of last 
year, 7719; number of new borrowers, 
592; total registration, 2872.

Community Health and Civic Association Shares 

Responsibility in Protecting Children From Diphtheria 



"Though considerable effort has 
been made to secure the immunization 
of a greater number of pre-school chil- 
dren from diphtheria, the need for even 
more intensive work along this line is 
indicated," according to Dr. A. Lovett 
Dewees, Chairman of the Health Com- 
mittee of the Community Health and 
Civic Association. 

In line with the responsibility the 
association shares for the welfare of 
infant and pre-school groups, Schick 
tests were recently given (at the four 
Child Health Centers) to 136 children 
who had previously received three 
doses of toxin-antitoxin. This is the 
method used in establishing immunity 



and the job of protecting children is 
not completed until the negative reac- 
tion of schick tests following toxin- 
antitoxin treatment gives the assurance 
of protection. 

"As the majority of deaths from 
diphtheria occur among children under 
five years of age the importance of 
immunizing them against diphtheria 
cannot be too strongly emphasized," 
Dr. Drewes said. "This too is the age 
group when the percentage of protec- 
tion resulting from the use of toxin- 
antitoxin is higher than among older 
children. The protection when once 
established covers the years of life 
when infection would otherwise be 
most likely to occur."

We learn that the Columbine Society is about to launch a nation- 
wide campaign in behalf of the columbine as a candidate for the national 
flower of the United States. A Harvard student is president of the so- 
ciety and an Ardmore woman, Mrs. J. M. Bradford, of 136 Coulter 
Avenue, is its honorary president. 

Up to the present time, the Horticulture Magazine states, the wild 
rose has been far in the lead, but supporters of the columbine point out 
that the rose is already the national flower of England and Persia. 

While we hold no brief for any flower, the arguments given for 
choosing the columbine by its adherents are : 

The best species of aquilegia are indigenous to this country 
Columbines grow wild in every State of the Union 
Co umbines never become weeds, but are choice garden flowers 
Columbines bloom on three national holidays— Decoration Day 
1-lag Day and the Fourth of July. 

When used for decorations they last as long as the rose 
The flower may be readily recognized independently of its color 
1 he columbine has never been used by any other people as their 
floral emblem. 

The flower is associated patriotically with this country as its name 
at once suggests Columbia, while the name aquilegia has been con- 
nected by scho ars with the Latin aquila, meaning eagle. Furthermore 
the motto E plunbus unum is exemplified by the columbine leaf with 
ilsmanjstgnients, while the lobes of its terminal divisions are found 
to be thirteen in number like the stripes of our flag. The colors of the 
Star-Spang ed Banner are shown by the red, white and blue varie- 
ties ot aquilegia.

New York. 

Last week I had about a day in New 
York city. A day is quite enough. The 
city always amazes and depresses me 
and lets me come home delighted with 
the rural charms of our so-called 
"sleenv city." 

My host up there was a Wall Street 
broker, and I have rarely listened to 
such harrowing tales of disaster and to 
such a mournful commentary on the 
instability of human judgment. 

Undoubtedly the market was fright- 
ful, but, after all, the people who were 
crushed were those who were contrib- 
uting nothing to prosperity or industry, 
who were speculating rather than in- 
vesting, and who, because their activi- 
ties were those of the gambler, had to 
suffer the gambler's fate and lose all on 
one hand. 

Business should not be crippled; it 
should return to a normal point where 
the investment in stocks will secure a 
fair return in earnings rather than a 
speculative return due to the fluctua- 
tions of the market. Just as the fool- 
ish virgins carried lamps without oil, 
so the foolish speculators carried stocks 
without owning them. Today they are 
high and dry. I am sorry for them 
but thev had it coming. 

The people who buy now while the 
market is low and select securities of 
known good earning capacity and put 
them away as they would bonds, arc 
those who will be saved heartaches 
when the next panic arrives, which I 
hope will be far off. 

* * * 

While I was over there I went down 
to the docks to meet a man whom I 
have not seen for some time. While I 
was waiting for him to get through the 
customs I observed the many strange 
creatures there. I believe that most of 
the customs officers are a friendly, de- 
cent lot who, if allowed to, will carry 
out their orders with as little friction 
as possible. 

One incident brightened the waiting. 
About six feet from the gates there 
was a sudden crash of glass and a 
delicious aroma of spirits. Within a 
fraction of a second no one could be 
seen near the wreckage. Laughter was 
not confined to passengers alone; the 
customs guards roared too. Then some 
prim lady came along and the head 
guard asked, "Was that your bottle, 
madam?" 

* * * 

New York seems unreal and artificial 
to me. I cannot adjust my bucolic 
tastes to so much stone and concrete. 
It is merely a molehill, producing no 
living food, having no green verdure, 
and a temple to the conceit of man and 
the efficiency of machinery. The sen- 
sation of driving up a ramp above 
cross-traffic, around a balustrated, ter- 
race-like drive, through a tunnel, down 
another ramp, and finally out of the 
Grand Central Station onto Park Ave- 
nue leaves me breathless. 

* * * 

Then there are the buses. I used to 
enjoy sitting a-top them and rolling 
and jolting up Fifth Avenue gazing 
down on the sleek motors and hurrying 
pedestrians. This week I found myself 
at 33d Street and had a luncheon en- 
gagement in twenty-five minutes at 
49th Street. I elected to take a bus. 
We started and sat, then just sat while 
lights flashed green and red and green 
again. I was fifteen minutes late and 
returned in the Subway. 

* * * 

It has been years since I have used 
the Philadelphia subway, but I always 
do in New York. The types one sees 
are so grotesque. I wonder how thev 
were bred and why they should be al- 
lowed to live. They are so ugly, so 
dirty, and so unkind in appearance.

Manhattan is full of taxis. I use 
them too much there and regret it. 
Here I think nothing of walking from 
Fifth to Twenty-second Streets, but 
there I am an old man needing to be 
carted about behind a clicking, leering 
meter.

\fter all of this visit, I am glad tc 
be back, glad to be solvent, and hoping 
some day to die in the country.

WAS THE CRUCIAL TEST

The Head Hunters of Coach Adam

the thrilling finish of the fight. 

The strong "Junior Yellowjackets" 
from the neighboring township, looked 
good; in fact, they looked mighty 
good, until the last moment of the 
gam'e, when our speed hound, Tip 
Peters, awoke to the fact that he must 
get busy if Lower Merion was to con- 
tinue in the vanguard of suburban 
football in 1929. Tip ran 92 yards for 
a touchdown, and young Harry Fraz- 
ier nonchalantly kicked an extra point 
for one of the sweetest moments and 
one of the nicest little victories that 
a Lower Merion team could get. 

"Big Boy" Funke, star plunger on 
the Abington team, threw his last for- 
ward pass of the game in the wrong 
direction, and thus did Captain Scott 
and his mates win an all-important 
game.

Told Neighborhood Club by Jay E. House 



His- philospphy of making life long 
and enjoyable was expounded by Jay 
Elmer House, conductor of The Pub- 
lic Ledger's "On Second Thought" col- 
um, at the October meeting of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club, held 
in the Cynwyd Fire Hall recently. 

" 'What of it?' is my theme," he said. 
"Nothing of current happening mat- 
ters, nor lasts long. . . . One of 
my favorite paragraphs is, 'Nothing is 
ever as bad as reported, except the 
flood,' and here lately I have been 
shaken about the flood. 

"A man pointed out to me recently 
that twenty inches of rainfall a day is 
regarded as very heavy, and forty inch- 
es would be horriffic or something. 
Well, he went on, supposing forty inch- 
es of rain fell for each of the Deluge's 
reported forty days and nights. That 
would equal only about 135 feet, and 
there would still be plenty of hilltops 
and mountains standing out for people 
to climb. . . . 

"When I was a young reporter, it 
was the time of the great crusade 
against cigarettes. They were sup- 
posed to be a great menace to youth — 
to sap youth and drag it down. Many 
boys where I lived — not far from Chi- 
cago — were reported to have been driv- 
en by the cigarette habit to institutions. 
My editor sent me out to see if there 
was any truth in these stories. 

"I found that all that had happened 
to one boy was the measles; he did not 
smoke. A second boy reported ruined 
by the habit smoked all right, but noth- 
ing was the matter with him. The 
third case I investigated was a boy who 
had been sent to an institution as re- 
ported, but when I inquired why, peo- 
ple didn't know whether he smoked or 
not; all they knew was that he had 
always been a hit balmy. 

". . ."The tariff was something 
that used to worry me a lot. I used 
to ride around the prairies when I was 
a young man, arguing about the tariff, 
and very much worried what would 
happen to the country if ever the Dem- 
ocrats got in and brought about Free 
Trade. But I've lived through Demo- 
cratic administrations and they have 
never affected me. 

"Then I worried about corporate 
power, and about the railroads drag- 
ging the country down, and people be- 
ing reduced to abject slavery. But the 
railroads don't seem to be oppressing 
us at tl.io time. 

"As for crooked' politicians, I've 
known many, and I've been sure of 
the honesty of all but two. . . . 

"Several ghosts used to frightenthe 
people in the Illinois town where I lived 
as a boy of eight or nine years of age. 
It was a neighborhood infested by 
ghosts who included a giant clothed 
in black, a huge phantom dog, and an 
invisible horse whose hoof-beats could 
be heard at all hours. . . .Recently 
I visited the old home town, and was 
interested to learn none of the ghosts 
have haunted the place for years— peo- 
ple just stopped worrying about them, 
that's all. 

"When we stop worrying about our 
ghosts they go away. We can greatly 
add to our span of life and our joy and 
comfort by not worrying, for instance, 
about the neighbors. . . . '. We get 
along in life in proportion to the wor- 
rying we do and the trouble we take 
about things that don'l concern us. 
If we free our minds ol these things, 
it will be easy to live two or three hun- 
dred years more than tie span of life 
that is allotted us "
